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Claim Rejections-35 USC §112 

Claims 39, 46-51 and 54-60 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, for being indefinite. This 
rejection is respectfully traversed for the reasons below. 

Claims 39, 46 and 54-56 were specifically rejected for 
reciting features in an indefinite manner. These claims have 
been amended to recite the features in a definite manner. 

Therefore, withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully 

reguested.
